BUILD. 


The time has come when it is posi­ 
tively necessary to have more room for 
the education of the children* of Berke­ 
ley. 
At the present time the 
schools 
are all over crowded, and the late cen­ 
sus tells us the reason why. 
The 
High School has been over crowded 
since the first of the term and at that 
time it almost set Professor Waterman 
crazy in devising ways and means for 
taking care of the then large and over­ 
flowing classes. 
He managed it, how- 
, by-giving Hie pupils only half a 
day each. 
This year he is completely 
up a stump and does not know which 
way to turn. 
The classes will be so 
large that the present building will not 
contain them and it would take the 
fvA\ twenty-four riours of each day to 
teach them as they were taught last 
y&a*. 
Professor Waterman says that 
it is absolutely 
necessary to have at 
least two more rooms, and three or 
more teachers, as soon as school 
be 
gins'. 
These will be provided for by 
-the Board of Education, beyond a 
doubt; but it seems to us a foolish 
thing to spend money for rent when 
the town should own its own building. 


Of course for a time, under the exist 
ing conditions, the Board of Educa­ 
tion will have to rent suitable rooms 
for the immediate wants of the 
High 
School. 
We believe, however, that the 
questien of erecting a new High School 
building should be taken up at once. 
The town is growing very rapidly and 
the present High School building is 
entirely inadequate for the purposes 
for which it was intended. 


The Board of Education shouid call 
for a special election for the purpose 


of voting bonds, the money from 
the 
sale of which would be used for 
the 
purpose of erecting, 
furnishing and 
properly equipping a new High School 
building. 
Bonds running for twenty 
years and drawing 6 per cent would be 
Sbld very readily and at a large pre 
mium. 
The building will be built and 
the people who are living here now 
would only be paying for a small share 


of it, while they would be getting the 
benefit of it. 
The people who will 
come to Berkeley in the future will 
have to pay it, and the tax will be so 
light upon each aud every property 
owner that he or she would not 
know 
that they were taxed. 
We do not be­ 
lieve that there would be hardly a dis­ 
senting vote if an election was called, 
add do hope that the Board of Educa­ 
tion will give this matter their imme­ 
diate attention. 
There is not another 
town in the State of the size of Berke­ 
ley, and a great many smaller ones, 
but what has a finely equipped 
High 
School. 
Berkeley alone, in which is 
situated the greatest educational insti­ 
tution in the State, and one that is 
fast leading up to the best and greatest 
in the United States, has no handsome 
building, 
no 
first-class 
labratory or 
gymnasium, 
and 
now even the 
old 
building, which has been by courtesy 
called a High School, will no 
longer 
accommodate the pupils who want to 
go there and who have a right to 
be 
there.

Under sections 429 to 4 3 4 every person 
who refuses to give his own name or the 
name of any person in his employ, or who 
in any manner obstructs the Assessor pr any 
of his deputies in the collection of the State 
Poll Tax, is guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
liable to a fine of $ 5 0 0 or imprisonment in 
the County Jail, or both such fine and im­ 
prisonment.

Have Your Underclothing: Light and Loose 
anil Keep Up Yonr Natural Beat—Oolde 
Are Responsible For a Great Deal of 
Illneaa and Should Not Be Overlooked. 


A 
physician w h o has given much 
thought to the hygiene of clothing has 
come to the conclusion that many deaths 
ore caused by heavy woolen undercloth­ 
ing. 


It can be proved that flannels are of­ 
ten the cause of severe colds. T o have a 
cold is to be in adisensod condition, and 
that means a loss of vitality and a short­ 
ening of life. It may even mean sudden 
death. 


One 
can easily demonstrate in one's 
own person on a small scale the ill ef­ 
fects of excessivo 
flannels. 
Bind your 
hand in thick woolen bandages and 
leave it in that condition for a night. 
In tho morning you w i l l And it damp 
and flabby, tho pores all open. It is in 
tho most susceptible condition for catch­ 
ing cold. If the whole body were brought 
to tho same state, the result of exposure 
to cold air would inevitably be disas­ 
trous. 


That the whole body is often brought 
to it nearly similar condition is certain. 
The majority of people during the win­ 
ter incase themselves in heavy, tight 
woolen or flannel garments. 
These pro­ 
voke perspiration and do not absorb it. 
Tho result is that the woarer's skin is 
hot, dump mid highly siuscoptiblo to tho 
inflammatory effects of cold. A slightly 
lowered temperature can hardly fail to 
bring on a cold. 


Heavy woolen underclothing is able 
to do all the moro harm 
because it has 
tho weight of ancient domestic 
tradi­ 
tion. 
F e w peoplo daro to be wiser than 
their grandmothers. Woolen undercloth­ 
ing, 
according to modern 
experience, 
should bo as light as is consistent w i t h 
comfort. 
Thero are many persons w h o 
go through the winter healthily in cot­ 
ton underwear, and these are probably 
the most fortunate class of the popula­ 
tion. But the warmth preserving quali­ 
ties of wool nro not to bo ignored. 


One of its great properties is that it is 
a bad conductor of heat. 
T h e heat of 
tho body, therefore, is not given out by' 
it. It also does not stick to the skin and 
does not absorb perspiration freely. This 
is a quality of doubtful valdo. While it 
is agreeable not to have your undercloth­ 
ing glued to your skin it is injurious to 
carry a deposit of moisture which may 
becomo cold and do harm in all parts of 
tho body. 


The 
object, therefore, should be to 
wear underclothing which does not cause 
excessivo perspiration. It should be light 
and loose. 
Wool is apparently the best 
material for-tho majority of people. 


Tho subject of colds receives too littlo 
attention. 
Many peoplo are resigned to 
the perpetual possession of them. 
They 
should be regarded as disease danger­ 
ous, 
offensive and unclean. 
Patent 
medicine advertisements print eloquent 
descriptions of their final effects. These 
remarks are applicable to those w h o 
have neglected themselves too long and 
are fit Subjects for tho hospital or pro­ 
longed medical treatment. 
A wiso at­ 
tention to clothing and the general 
health is moro valuable than all reme­ 
dies and treatment. 
^ 


Colds are probably the chief cause of 
illness and disease among human beings. 
They give littlo trouble to animals, 
who wear no clothing. 
Arguing from 
these facts, some enthusiasts would say 
that tho loss clothing you wear and tho 
more you expose yourself tho healthier 
you w i l l be. 


But a state of civilization of consider­ 
able antiquity has made it necessary for 
man to preserve his natural heat by ar­ 
tificial means. It is not permissible to 
abandon clothing entirely in this coun­ 
try. Nor is it advisablo to wear as little 
as the public authorities w i l l 
permit 
during an American winter. 


Neither warm clothing nor artificial 
hoat w i l l satisfactorily replace the natur­ 
al heat of the body. T o preserve this 
should be tho first aim of all w h o wish to 
avoid colds. Good food, fresh air and ex­ 
ercise sire obviously the principal means 


In the care of the body the skin should 
take an important place. A s far as colds 
are ooncernod it is all important, bo- 
cause thoy rarely occur unless the skin 
is in a certain condition. 


When tho pores of the skin are opened, 
the cold air enters where it is not want­ 
ed and causes an inflammation. In cold 
weather the pores should be closed. 


Cold water is an excellent vehicle for 
closing the pores. The weight of experi­ 
ence seems to prove that it is better to 
use warm water first. Much depends on 
the individual constitution. 


The warm water cleanses and softens 
the skin and relieves the body of super­ 
fluous moisture, the frequent source of 
colds. 
Following this, the cold water 
w i l l close tho pores and put the skin in 
a sound, normal 
condition. 
N o one 
should stay in cold water long enough
